The lirat engsgettent carue off ou Thursday 


night. A crrapany of seventy men— Misiou- 


South Carolii.ians and Alatnmians; efter 


scouring round the country all day, driving off 
and plundering the Northern emigrants, were 
surprised and attacked by a party of Free State 
beys, commanded by a young printer, formerly 
from Iowa, wlioBrel upon them as they were 
passing a wood, and th'.t six and mortally woun* 
dei! nno of them. As soon as their compan- 
ions fell, the invaders fled in great disorder. — 
Only one volley was fired.
